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Babbacombe Bay. A few thatched houses nestling at 
the foot of the cliff, a small pier for the protection of the 
fishermen’s boats, and a rather rough beach, are shown in 
the picture. But the Downs, 200 feet above, afford fine 
views of the Channel and a great range of coast scenery. 
The bright red conglomerate cliffs and the “good red 
earth ” are characteristic features of Devon. 
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
